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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The declaration 'by Steven Siegel is not 
commensurate with the claims. For example, paragraphs 3 and 4 create clozapine implant while the claims are drawn to haloperidol and 
the prior art discloses biodegradable implant devices that incorporate antipsychotic drugs such as clozapine, haloperidol or risperidone as 
described in the office action so that the prior art contemplates biodegradable implants that comprise haloperidol to meet the drug 
requirement of the claims. Secondly, paragraph 5 of the declaration is using mixed solvent of ethanol and acetone whereas the instant 
claim 4 uses acetone and the prior art discloses that acetone is one of the common organic solvents in which the polymer is soluble (see 
Mao at column 9, lines 56and 59; claims 21 ). Applicants argument is centered on Clozapine while the claims are directed to haloperidol 
and the prior art discloses haloperidol as one of the antipsychotic drugs that can be incorporated in the biodegradable implant as 
described in the rejection. The declaration does not present unexpected advantage or superior properties over Mao since the showing is 
to clozapine and not to haloperidol. 
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
